Interest W as Intense in Contest W hich Ran for About Six 
W eeks — Ballots Cast Right Up Until Closing Hour at 
Seven o ’CIock Yesterday Morning — Successful Con- 
testant Will Leave On A ugust 6th. 


Miss Janice M. M illett, 575 Swain street, was selected 
“ Miss Bristol" in tlie Bristol merchants ‘ Better Times" con­ 
test conducted by I 5 merchants in co-operation witli the F o u ­ 
rier. The contest came to a close Saturday at midnight and 
the last votes were cast yesterday m orning just before seven 
o’clock when the lust ballot box was closed.
